More Japanese 
Arrive At WRA 
Barracks Here

Population of the Japanese al 
Lomita flight strip is increasing. 
About 400 Japanese reached Los 
Angeles by train Monday morn­ 
ing. They came from the Hart 
Mountain Camp in Wyoming.

About 200 were sent to the 
Los Angeles area, 122 to Bur- 
bank, 80 to Lomita, and 12 tc 
Santa Monica.

Paul Robertson,. head of thi 
War Relocation Authority in 
Los Angeles, said that nearly 
all of these Japanese belong to 
the families of ex-service men.

Very few of the Japanese In 
the United States Armed Forces 
are being released from service, 
Robertson said, as their knowl­ 
edge of the Japanese language 
and Japanese customs are valu­ 
able to the Armed Forces.

Burbank was reported 
ighting bitterly against the lo­ 

cation of Japanese within its 
precincts.

Los Angeles is opposing the 
quartering of the Japanese in 
barracks and trailers in Glen- 
oaks park, on grounds that it 
causes delay of extensive, long- 
range improvements.

Okinawa Blast 
Bescribed In 
Army Report

Cpl. Don A. Harding of Los 
Angeles, Cal. has been highly 
praised by Col. Thomas J. Du- 
Bose, Commanding Officer of a 
B-29 (Super Fortress) unit at­ 
tached to the Eighth Air Force, 
for his work during and after 
the severely destructive typhoon 
which struck Okinawa Oct 10.

"It was due to the extreme 
efforts of Cpl. Harding and 
others of this Wing that property 
losses were held to a minimum," 
Col: DeBose said. "His work, and 
that of his fellows, during and 
after the typhoon undoubtedly 
saved our men from serious in­ 
jury or worse and saved thous­ 
ands of dollars of government 
money. I cannot commend them 
too highly." ' '

While property damage, des­ 
pite the efforts of the men, was 
high none of the Wing per­ 
sonnel received more than minor 
njuries. Order has been restored 

to the unit's offices, and living 
quarters have been constructed 
n highly improved form follow- 
ng the storm which was one 

of the most severe ever recorded 
in this region.

During the approximately 24 
hours the typhoon- was at its 
height on Okinawa winds of 
more than 85 -miles per hour 
wore recorded, before the re­ 
cording machinery blew down,
